Waxhinoton, Oot 10.— The Collector 
of Customs at Port Townsond, \V. T., 
to-day wired the .Secretary of the Trea- 
sury that n number of Chinese laborers, 
from Alaska were en route to that port by 
the American steamer Ancon, and that the 
vessel had touched at Victoria, B. 0. , but 
that, noun of the Chinese had landed. He 
asked what action he should take in the 
premises. Assistant Secretary M&ynard 
wired in reply that they could not land 
under the terms uf the Chines Exclusion 
Bill. The matter may assume interna- 
tional importance, as Alaska is on Ameri- 
can territory, and transit hither over the 
high seas on an American ship is con 
Btrued iu certain diplomatic quarters not 
to take the vessel out of American waters. 
The fact that the vessel touched at a 
British port will also cuter into the 
question. 

[The above is but another instance of 
the many curious c uplicatiutis arising 
out of the enforcement of the Chinese ex- 
clusion lull. In this case, the Ancon hav- 
ing touched at Victoria, the Chinese on 
board the vessel, if they cannot be landed 
at, Port Townsend, cannot under the same 
ride be taken back and landed in Alaska, 
whence they came, and most assuredly 
they cannot bo landed here unless they 
are prepared to pay the hoad tax of £50 
apiece, which we much doubt they will 
be inclined to do. Under the cireuin- 
stances, therefore, they will have to re- 
main on board the steamer travelling up 
and down the coast for an indefinite 
period, or until the U. 8. authorities at 
Washington devise some means of get- 
ting out of the difficulty.]

According to the meagre information now 
obtainable the tram wrecked was the 
4th section of an excursion which was be- 
ing run to Mazleton to attend a Catholic 
celebration there. The fourth section 
was stopped nena the bridge at Mud Run, 
where thure is a high and steep embank- 
ment, when the following section, under 
a confusion of orders, crashed into the 
rear of it, and precipitated the entire 
train down the embankment into the 
river. It is supposed that many must ' 
have been drowned. The excursion was 
made up of people from Lu/.ern and Lack - 
aw. ana counties. No particulars whatever 
can be learned owing to the lateness of 
the hour and the inaccessible spot where 
tlte accident occurred. 
• Wilkksbakkk, Pa., Oct. 10,— The train 
wrecked was returning from a Father 
Matthew celebration with a delegation 
from this place. The accident occurred 
near Pennhaven. The fifth section ran 
rapidly around the curve and telescoped 
the fourth section. Reports of the num- 
ber killed vary from 40 to 80. The exact 
facts cannot be learned until the wrecking 
train sent out from here with surgeons re- 
turns.

anything of the sort, and said I must be 
mistaken, I told him if he would come 
to the ollice 1 would show him the de- 
lieifs."

Mr. Duusmuir knew the position he oc- 
cupied with respect to the Government, 
and he chose rather to take upon himself 
tho whole expense of making the roads 
than have it said that he had made an ini 
proper use of his position and influence. 
Yet we see as far as the Times is eon 
cernod, his delicacy and regard fur prin 
ciple availed him nothing. The editor 
and inspirers of that paper knowing how 
they would have acted if they were in 
Mr. Dunsniuir's [dace, and measuring his 
corn by their own half-bushel, took it for 
granted that the roads to the President of 
the Council's mines and stations were con- 
structed by money taken from the public 
chest. This false accusation affects not 
only .Mr. Duusmuir but all his colleagues 
in the Government. If money were taken 
from the Provincial Treasury to advance 
Mr. Dunsniuir's private interests and to 
enhance the value of his milling properly, 
they were bis accomplices in the robbery 
of the public and are equally bound with 
him to compel the jfViMcs, in the most 
public way, either to prove its accusation 
or to abide by the consequences of 
publicly stating that which is malic- 
iously false and libellous. If the 
Times company get themselves into diffi- 
culties with regard to this matter they 
have no one to blame but themselves, for 
they have, without the slightest provoca- 
tion, placed Mr. Duusmuir in a position 
in which ho has no alternative hut to com- 
pel thoin to prove their statements in a 
court of law. 

The Times in the same article malicious- 
ly misrepresents Mr. Duusmuir in another 
matter. It says that "We have the lands 
of the E. & N. Kail nay offered to the 
immigrant for the munificent sum of 83 
an ante." The truth is that the immi- 
grant who intends to settle on the land 
can get it for one dollar an acre, with four 
years in which to pay even that moderate 
price. It is the speculator who is charged 
three dollars an acre. To give the bowi- 
fide settler the land for jusl one-third of 
the price at which il can lie obtained by 
tho speculator is, we submit, a pretty 
strong inducement to take up land ai 
Comox, So the argument which the Titnrs 
bases on a deliberate and perverse mis- 
representation of facts falls to the ground, 
and the reproach which it intended to 
fasten on Mr. Duusmuir by Us untruth 
will not stick. The Times may yet find 
that downright deliberate lying does not 

pay. 

Sii e the above was written we learn 
that a writ has been issued against the 
manager of tho Timti by Mr. Duusmuir.

MAGAZINE, BEACON 1 HILL PARK. 

To tiik Eurroit:- In a recent issue 
appears the following sentence: "ll is 
not constructed us n magazine should be 
ci instructed."

buttons as the deck of a vessel. The out- 
side doors (no windows) are lined with 
yellow metal, close nailed. No iron used 
f.ir fastenings or hinges, 

Ventilators are formed in walls that no 
malicious person may introduce lighl or 
lire th rough the opening. 

The whole building is surrounded at a 
distance of six feet with Sft. brick wall- I 
think, loin, thick. 

1' roller drains have been provided. 

One deputy adjutant-general, lit least, 
expressed his opinion that it was the beat 
ventilated and dryest magazine he had 
entered for some time.

He became notorious iu Han 
b'rmicisco when only 20. years ot age. it 
was during the Civil War. lie was full 
of hoyisii enthusiasm for the Confederacy 
aiid wns arrested in Sun FYauciseo on « 
charge of plot tint: to capture, with the aid 
of u number of Others, the treasure ships 
leaving that pent fot Piiniima ami then 
to escape to Eugland and use the proceeds 
for the furtherance of the Sou! hern 
cause. Thu authorities arrested "him as 
tbe chief conspirator in this piratical en- 
terprise, and he was convicted anil Im- 
prisoned; subsequently, however, lie was 
pardoned. He tlfen embarked hi real 
estate ventures with the famous Ralston, 
of Sun Francisco, who drowned himself 
on the downfall of t lie Bank of California.

His 
iigent it proved, however, had neglected 
to insure ir, and -i fori tine went up in i lie 
smoke anil flames, a burnt olVering lo I lie 
speculative gods. He came to New York 
eight years; ago, plunged Into mining en 
terpriscs, promoted |he <!evelopuient of 
Hume South American mines, got in low 
in the lasl mining boom anil was very 
successful, especially In the Coiustnck 
shares. For iiiMmice, he held cunsldera- 
ble Consolidated Virginia, for which he 
paid about S'J, mid which be sold at be- 
tween f-!0 ami > oU, making, it. Is iintler- 
stood, nearly > :.7 !..m(i. llehas had a career 
full of strain-.- vii issitmlfs!, has made and 
lost several fortunes, and strange as it 
inny s i' lid, bus lauded on his feet and i» 
worlhn million or more. Ite is a man of 
indomitable resolution, full of fight, un- 
daunted u n«l<- r iillcircii instances, a stormy 
petrel of speculation who has rested ut 
iHston a sun-lit peak. 

Ha has speculated In railroad stocks, 
jnitdtigshares or grain all his lite, ami is 
one of a million who lias not been | ernia- 
neatly overcome by the fatal undertow 
which threatens big anil little on thu 
speculative seas. Me lias had the cramp 
tv mi mber of times, hut his fiery Sou t hern 
blood has wanned him up to a successful 
struggle against the adverse current. 
Walking up and down in a broker's office 
and bieat hi ng on! si i tighter against some 
i .: i udt r w lo« : L-t-nu ., .- .... >a exicut itig an 
oriltr lie often presented a (|iieer specta- 
cle, Sometimes ChicaRO brokers were. 
Tathet- slow in reporting a transaction, 
and theft the would-be buccaneer of tbe 
Golden Horn would break into threats 
suggestive of Col. Howie: "I'll kuile 'em, 

the d d scoundrels. I'll knife 'em." 

Henry Smith. Hie former millionaire, 
and once a big operator in stocks hut now 
a devotee of free fundi counters, may bo 
put down us om; of (ho queer Wall street 
characters. He fought .lay Gould in num- 
berless speculations. Once he said: "I'll 
make Jay Gould earn his living with n 
hand organ and a monkey." 

The remark was repealed to Mr. Gould, 
lie smiled grimly and said nothing. 
When Henry Smith failed for 85,01)0,000, 
M r. Gould remarked: "He might now try 
the hand organ himself." .Smith had 
. been engaged with Addison Orunnmck 
and Baron WoerlslioiTer in a bei.r cam- 
paign, but his two associates hail found 
it prudent to cover their short sales. 
Smith overstayed his market as most 
operators do sooner or later, and was 
crushed by the triumphal car of the bulls. 
Jay Gould was the driver and ho contem- 
plated the mangled remains of "Hen" 
Smith with philosophical serenity. Smith 
bud few friends anil no one sympathized 
with him in bis misfortunes. In fact, his 
failure was celebrated by the manager of 
one largo house with an abundance of ci- 
gars for everybody in the establishment. 
He is short and slight, small in body and 
small i n mind, pit rse proud iindsiiobbish In 
the days when he was wort b t" 1(00.000 or 
£8,000,000, and hated even then. To-day he 
wanders like a forlorn ghost in the region 
of Wall street, looked upon wish contempt 
by those who know Libit hi* pulled down 
fioor William Heath, his broker, and that 
be has a soul about thu dimensions of a 
pin bead. 

Wi Ilium Heat h may he remembered by 
some. He was "Hen" Smith's broker in 
bis hist, great, speculation, and was sent 
to Ludlow Street Jail for some alleged Ir- 
regularities growing out nt" bis financial 
I ratisactions, and which led to civil stilts. 
He died iu Ludlow Street .lail a pauper 
while his rich wife was leading a gay life 
ill Paris, a woman who deliberately left, 
her husband to die ppor and compara- 
tively friendless. A more disgusting ex- 
hibition of fashionable heart lessncss has 
seldom been presented in real life, 
Heath was a man of ability, a genl leman 
in maimer and education, and for years 
was very successful. 

John Tohin, once President of the 11 1 id 
son River Railroad and now uhout To 
years of age, is tall, stoop-shouldered, 
sharp-featured, and has keen, rat-like 
eyes, lie was once worth two millions 
but is now said to be speculating in the 
bucket shops. He was in the heyday of 
his fort lines a I the beginning of the civil 
war anil before i he Hudson Kiver road 
was merged with tbe New York Central. 
It was a time of wild speculations In gold 
and stocks and everything else. The 
gambling mania broke out everywhere. 
Tobhl, it Is said, dropped a good deal of 
money with John Morrisscy, the keeper 
of gambling resorts here and in Saratoga. 
One night, It is said, Tobhi lost a large 
tsuin and cave nlorrissey a check but 
Stopped it tbe next day. Morrissey com- 
plained to old Commodore Vanderbilt, 
-who, it Is said, turned against Tobin on 
this account ami ultimately had hhn 
ousted as President ot the Hudson River 
road. Here Is a dramatic transition. A 
man worth $3,000,000 now making $"> 
turns in the bucket shop. It. is the. old 
utory of unsuccessful speculations,

When his phe- 
nomenal fog-horn mouth, greenish-gray 
eyes, mangy-looking, brick-colored side- 
whiskers, astonishing nose, hands and 
feet and skin of pale rhinocerous color, 
and about as rough as a water hog's; 
when. In short, his matchless physical 
■ugliness is made the subject of encomi- 
ums by his many warm friends, John 
Pondir's chest swells with pride as he re- 
flects that if ho hasn't reached physical 
distinction at the zenith he has reached 
it at the nadir and is perfection in his 
own peculiar way. 

He was once worth 81,000,000 and was 
Identified lis' a director with several largo 
corporations. Now he seems to be in 
very moderate circumstances.

"C" BATTERY REMOVAL. 

Tho general expression of opinion on 
the streets yesterday on the subject of the 
removal of "C" Battery from Victoria, 
was that some decided stand should at 
once bo taken. The board of aldermen 
coincided with the general sentiment, and 
Aid. Cpughlan's resolution to hold a pub- 
lie meeting in order that a strong protest 
might be made was unanimously endorsed. 
There can be no doubt that mighty in- 
fluences are being brought to bear upon 
the government to have the battery re- 
moved to Vancouver. It is even hinted 
'by those who are in a position to know, 
that Sir Adolphe, in spite of his assurance 
to the contrary hist year at the banquet, is 
not averse to the change It is difficult 
to think that the Dominion Government, 
having plighted its word to Victoria, and 
having expended a considerable sum in 
purchasing a sit.e and erecting buildings 
for the battery, should now ignore these 
facts. Whether true or not, it is widely 
believed O.P.R. iutluence dominates at 
Ottawa, but it is scarcely crodiblo that a 
government, which has received so much 
from Victoria in the shape of revenue and 
support of its policy, should go to the 
length of becoming a town lot boomer to 
the detriment of this city. If, ignoring 
this constituency's protests and undoubt- 
ed rights, "C" Battery's headquarters are 
changed, our people can only come to 
one conclusion -that the government 
has allied itself with the C. 1'. II. to 
" boom " Vancouver at the expense 
of Victoria. We I rust that such will not 
prove to be the case; and if prompt action 
is now taken the assurance may be given 
that there is no intention of breaking 
faith, and that "C" Battery will remain 
permanently with us. However, there is 
an effort being pul forth to induce the 
Government to make the change, ami it is 
incumbent upon ourselves to counteract 
il. No butter means can la- taken than 
a public expression of "pinion and the 
passage of a memorial to the Government, 
protesting in respectful, but unmistakable, 
terms against such an act of bad faith and 
injustice.

It I 
appears that the clock game is a new 
device for swindling the gullable green- 
horn who is led to imagine he has a sure 
thing, and so great a hold had tin: game 
Aiken on the people of San Francisco that 
all classes, but particularly merchants, 
brokers, clerks, and mechanics, were 
seized with the craze.

With a squad of fifty policemen Piatt's 
hall was visited, and after all the outlets 
ivore guarded by officers, the chief entered 
t he hall where the game was in progress, 
and informed all present that, they were 
under arrest.

Mi. Davie, acting on the remarks of 
his worship, amended the information, 
charging .lames 1). Robinson with coun- 
selling, harboring, and assisfing^the ex- 
Treasurer in his embezzlements. 

Mr. J. C. Bales, auditor, was recall e„ 
by the prosecution. I lis evidence, which 
was ma yet completed when the court 
adjourned al two o'clock, was a detailed 
explanation of the instances where the 
figures and entries in the books had been 
falsified by Mr. Russell to conceal his 
mis-appropriation of the city's monies. 
The tirst wrong entry referred to was 
where a receipt had been given to a Mr. 
Filtlayson foi money received, of which 
no entry appeared in the cash book. The 
receipt stub bore what appeared to be the 
"tick" of the auditor, Mr. Robinson.

On page 
IJ47 of the- cash book, the figures hud evi- 
i delltly been altered since they were tirst 
audited, §100 being added to an entry of 
. Soil by placing a 1 ' before the 5. Other 
l instances of falsi tication in the hooks had 
also evidently been made after the first 
audit. By a change, similar to that on 
j page JI7, an entry of §45 to the credit of 
'.I. Kcid had boon converted into §345. 
L'nderdate oi January 17th, 1881, an 
entry of 85 appears in the trades license 
book in the name of Lung Chung. The 
witness, Mr. Bales, being auditor during 
the first part oi 1881, checked the item of 
#5 in both cash hook and receipt book 
stub. The entry had since been changed 
to S'Joll by the placing oi 2 before the 5 
and tl after. I'he auditor by thu first 
entry would be unable lo detect the em- 
bezzlement of the $245 concealed by the 
false out ry of S.'i. 

The cross-examination by Mr. Mills 
went to show that witness bad been one 
of the city auditors lor live years previous 
ami up io February, 1881. After a pre- 
liminary examination of the books, he 
ii.nl advised the council to make a special 
audit from January, 1881, to December, 
188", which had been done. Il was his 
custom to audit tl in books on the first of 
each month while holding the position of 
city auditor. In l.lin present audit less 
than one mouth of the work while he was 
auditor had been gonu over. The witness 
could not toll when the Sf> item which he 
had audited in 188] had been changed.
